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ers report. To that end, there is nothing that a baseball fan 
enjoys more than taking a trip through the game's past 
in the form of a good read. Local author Charlie Poekel's 
book Babe & the Kid, The Legendary Story of Babe Ruth and 
Johnny Sylvester, is a terrific chronicle of one of sports' 
most enduring memories. 

The 1920s were both the golden age of sports and 
the golden age of sports writing. In the decade before 
television in the time of radio's infancy, newspapers were 
the primary source of news for most Americans and most 
major markets counted their daily papers by the dozen. 
Sports writers such as Damon Runyon and Jack Lang 
helped to create legends as they wrote prose like accounts 
of each game, trying to create as broad a picture as the 
mind's eye could capture giving a sports-crazed nation a 
mental picture of their heroes to hold their interest until 
the next bit of newsreel footage flickered across the screen 
of the local bijou. 

On Saturday, December 15, Mr. Poekel made an 
appearance at The Bookstall in Marion to sign copies of 
his book and to graciously spend a few moments answer- 
ing questions for those who asked. Mr. Poekel recalls in 
great detail how the lives of a sick boy from New Jersey 
and the greatest of all American sports legends crossed, 
forever linking the two. Before the fourth game of the 
1926 World Series, the plight of young Johnny Sylvester 
was brought to the great Babe's attention prompting the 
Bambino to make a house call. Ruth famously told young

Johnny that he would hit a home run for the boy, signing 
a baseball with the inscription, 'Til knock a homer for 
you in Wednesday's game — Babe Ruth" and the rest, as 
they say, is the stuff of legend as the Babe held true to his 
word. 

Mr. Poekel said of his book, "Originally it was 
going to be a children's book but, my wife convinced me 
to write it as a historical piece instead. She thought that 
would make it easier to find a publisher. It turned out that 
she was right." After researching the book for five years, 
Mr. Poekel wrote the manuscript in about eight months. 
The book is not just filled with the facts that surrounded 
the story but also illustrated throughout with terrific 
photographs found in the archives of the Baseball Hall of 
Fame, from the Associated Press and Sporting News pho- 
tographer Bettman Corbis and Brett Wood, who took still 
life pictures of Johnny's memorabilia for the author. 

In writing the book Mr. Poekel was in contact 
with the Sylvester family throughout the process and the 
family shared Johnny's scrapbook openly with the author. 

"The family was wonderful," Mr. Poekel said. 
"Johnny's scrapbook with all of the clipping and letters 
was invaluable to the book. The family also shared all of 
the memorabilia with me that Johnny received at the time. 
Because of the story, Johnny had become the most famous 
boy in America. A lot of other athletes tried to attach 
themselves to him trying to get some mileage out of the 
story and they all gave him things."

Babe Ruth was caught stealing in the ninth inning for 
the final out and the Yankees lost. Lou Gehrig retrieved 
the ball and gave it to Johnny without anyone knowing 
because he didn't want the attention for himself."

sachusetts, another fine offering from the folks at Spinner 
Publications. 

Like previous publications on Fairhaven and 
Mattapoisett, this unique book brings together over 250 
postcards which have been issued throughout Marion's 
history, telling a veritable story in pictures of how the sea- 
side community has evolved over time. The book chron- 
icles the growth and changes in the town, as recorded on 
postcards during the late nineteenth and early twentieth 
centuries. 

Before telephones became commonplace, post- 
cards were the cheapest, fastest modes of long-distance 
communication. Eventually, the postcards from that era 
became collectibles, some for their historical relevance 
and others for their visual appeal. 

As the book's editor, Pete Smith's interest in local 
postcards has been lifelong. For him, postcards of Marion, 
"bring back memories of places, people, and a way of 
life long gone. They also stir a bit of awe ... about how 
some aspects of the town endure through the generations, 
alongside the press of commercialism and development, 
and despite repeated attempts by Mother Nature to re- 
make the landscape with wind and water." 

Over four years in the making, A Picture Postcard 
History of Marion collects better than 250 postcards on 
more than 150 colorful pages which tell fascinating stories 
about Marion's evolving harbor life and waterfront; 
the once-great Sippican Hotel and Casino; the legacy of 
Elizabeth Taber, Marion's great benefactor; the founding 
of and ongoing influence of Tabor Academy; the great es- 
tates and seaside summer homes of the town's residents; 
and the countless historic buildings and sites of interest 
— many of which are still around today.

ings, the great estate of Colonel Harry E. Converse which, 
when built around the turn of the century, was the largest 
private wood-framed home on the northeast coastline. 
Dubbed "the Xanadu on Buzzards Bay/' this massive 
estate offered panoramic views of both Sippican Harbor 
and the outlying Buzzards Bay. 

Another interesting piece of Marion's past is the 
story of the Sippican Hotel and Casino, which once stood 
at the intersection of Water and South Streets. This elegant 
facility catered to a very elite clientele and was among the 
first places in Marion to boast electricity and telephone 
service. There are several unique promotional postcards 
included in the book showing the various amenities once 
provided at the Sippican.

their efforts throughout the last two storms, all the roads 
in Marion were cleared in an efficient manner," Chairman 
Blanchette noted. "We've probably gotten spoiled because 
our (DPW) crew is one of the best around." 

Under the Town Administrator's report, Mr. 
Dawson noted they have received some requests for wa- 
ter/ sewer abatements from water/ sewer users in town. 
Several of the requests were for an abatement of sewer 
charges which are based on the assumption that all the 
water going through a meter is also expelled through the 
sewer system — hence, water in equals water out. 

But some users claim the water they consume is 
not returned to the sewer system but is used for irrigation 
purposes, for horses, and the like. 

"We don't meter sewer ... the billing is based 
solely on water consumption," Mr. Dawson said. "So 
everyone is billed for the water that passes through their 
meter." 

As such, the board unanimously voted to deny 
these abatement requests, concurring with the recommen- 
dation of the DPW Water /Sewer Superintendent and Mr. 
Dawson. 

But Mr. Dawson noted in the wake of the recent 
public hearing on water/ sewer rates, they are looking 
into some alternatives to these very concerns which have 
been raised over sewer billings. 

Mr. Dawson next advised that in the aftermath of 
the two recent snowstorms, they also received requests 
from those residing on private ways to have their roads 
plowed. "It is the homeowners' (joint) responsibility to 
hire someone to plow those private ways," Mr. Dawson 
said. "Just a friendly reminder that the town isn't respon- 
sible for plowing private roads." 

Lastly, Mr. Dawson noted the town's new website 
is progressing nicely and they soon will have the fully-

"Essentially it means that were the town to 
consider splitting the tax rate and having one tax rate 
for residential and another for commercial ... the tax rate 
calculations would have to reflect that the residential 
component could be no lower than 93.4893 percent/' Mr. 
Mello explained when asked to put that in layman's terms 
by Selectman McGaffey. 

"We received Friday afternoon our final certifica- 
tion of values for FY09," Mr. Mello added. "Overall, the 
valuation of the town increased by 2 percent as a result 
of the (recent) revaluation. The FY09 value of the town is 
$896,505 million/ , 

Mr. Mello noted the following breakdown of 
property within the Town of Rochester for FY09 calcula- 
tions: 87.98 percent residential; 4.9 percent commercial; 
4.55 percent industrial; and 2.57 personal property. 

With these numbers in hand, the DOR is currently 
working on evaluating the town's new growth for this 
latest period and the town's excess levy limit has been 
determined to be $8,973.67. 

After processing all this information, Mr. Mello 
and his fellow Assessors informed the board that they 
again recommend the town maintain a single tax rate for 
all residential and commercial property and the tax rate 
for FY09 has been set at $9.03 per $1,000 of valuation — a 
hike of 7 cents from FY08's rate of $8.96. 

This means a typical homeowner with a house

valued at $400,000 in Rochester can expect to see a tax bill 
of $3,612 for FY09. 

Based on the Board of Assessors' recommenda- 
tions, the Board of Selectmen unanimously voted to adopt 
a single tax rate for both residential and commercial prop- 
erty in the Town of Rochester for Fiscal Year 2009. 

"The Assessors are working very hard to get this 
finalized and we are hoping to get the tax bills out (by 
the end of this week), if we can," Mr. LaCamera said. "It 
may not happen, but everyone is doing the best they can. 
People should know this has nothing to do with the As- 
sessors' office — the delay is (on the part of) the state." 

Mr. Mello added these delays appear to be state- 
wide since his last check of the DOR's website noted only 
40 percent of the cities and towns in the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts have had their tax rates certified. 

"So you're saying that 60 percent (of the cities and 
towns) haven't been able to set their tax rates?" Selectman 
McGaffey asked. 

"Unless they've issued preliminary tax bills," 
Assessor Jana Cavanaugh said. "The other reason for the 
delay is this year was a revaluation year (for us). That's 
what held us up this year." 

There being no further matters to come before the 
board, they unanimously voted to adjourn for the evening 
at 6:50 pm.

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corners of the state, and crossed political lines. 

"There is broad recognition among the work- 
ing-class voters of Massachusetts that 40B has failed as 
an affordable housing law/' said Coalition to Repeal 40B 
chairman John Belskis, of Arlington. "The leaders of this 
state need to look at the number and diversity of signa- 
tures we have collected and realize that our support will 
only grow as developers continue to abuse this law at the 
expense of our communities." 

The Coalition cites the 2006-2007 Greater Boston 
Housing Report Card in arguing that alternative afford- 
able housing programs produce 90 percent greater afford- 
able housing contributions than 40B without subsidizing 
market-rate units and overriding zoning. 

"We continue to build support from the ground 
up because it's very clear that control over this issue on 
Beacon Hill is held by developers and other related spe- 
cial interest groups," Belskis said. "That they were willing 
to recruit some of the state's biggest insiders and power 
brokers to fight this effort shows the lengths to which they 
will go to preserve the status quo." 

Belskis emphasized that "Legislators need to 
know that they stand to receive more support by fixing 
or eliminating this failed piece of public policy, than if 
they continue to side with developers and special interest 
groups and stonewall reform efforts." 

This petition question is slated to be considered 
along with more than 40 other 40B repeal and reform bills 
when the Legislature reconvenes this winter.

offered by the Chamber Music Society — flute, oboe, 
cello, violin, viola, piano, and voice — in ravishing pieces 
adored for their lyricism and grace, their passion and nu- 
ance. 

From Hector Berlioz's "Les Nuits d'ete" ("The 
Summer Nights"), his lovely settings of six of Theodore 
Gautier's most evocative poems, to Jean Francaix's Cor 
Anglais Quartet, the SCCMS program promises an in- 
depth look at French contributions to the chamber music 
universe we cherish today. 

Berlioz's cycle of songs for voice and piano that 
were published in the summer of 1841 as Les Nuits d'ete 
("Summer Nights"), includes six poems from Gautier's 
La Comedie de la Mort (The Comedy of Death), published in 
1838. The songs, which will be sung by SCCMS mezzo- 
soprano Rachel Lewis, tell of the vagaries of love and 
suggest in tender and feeling ways the hope, longing and 
melancholy we all associate with romance. 

Claude Debussy's String Quartet in G minor, 
Op. 10, an early work, is justly admired for its sensuous- 
ness and for the lovely ways in which the composer plays 
with repetitions and echoes, traits that characterize his 
mature style. Debussy, who referred to himself as a "mu- 
sicien francais," typifies the gallic approach to music that 
is nonetheless clearly stamped with his personal approach 
and magic touch. 

Albert Roussel may not yet be a household name, 
but for the French themselves he is truly a master of 20th 
century music. In Les Joueurs de flute, audiences will hear 
one of his best-known pieces, one that might be described 
as a tribute to the flute, his favorite instrument. Each of 
its four movements, Pan, Tityre, Krishna, and M. de la 
Pejaudie, is dedicated to a figure associated with the flute 
and features music typical of each, from ancient Greek 
to Hindu and modern European.

Jean Francaix was a piano virtuoso who tried 
his hand at most musical forms — concerti, symphonies, 
operas, and ballets — but who never wandered far from 
his avowed goal, to "give pleasure/' His Quartet for cor 
anglais and strings, written in 1970 (Francaix died in 1997), 
will showcase Francaix's witty and elegant style and will 
remind audiences of that great French love of the Neoclas- 
sical that seems so apparent in all the arts, from the drama 
of Jean Racine to the stylistic flourishes of the Napoleonic 
era, to the paintings of David and Ingres.

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Epic of Shame

Atonement. Starring Keira Knightley and James McAvoy. 
Directed by Joe Wright. Running time: 116 minutes. MPAA 
rating: R. 

A bizarre coincidence: Two of the year-end award-chasing films 
— The Kite Runner and now Atonement — are epics of shame. They are 
based on novels written in separate years, set in different countries, yet 
they both center on an act of child rape and how a young protagonist 
responds to the act and, in adulthood, strains to redeem disastrous child- 
hood lies. Atonement at least does not, unlike The Kite Runner, feature a 
Hollywood showdown based on a laughable coincidence; it ends on a 
dramatically ambiguous note, showing us the happy ending we want 
right after refuting it. Still, it's a handsomely assembled bore, with far 
too much noble English repression. 

Briony (Saiorse Ronan), an unpleasant little 13-year-old fabulist, 
spots her older sister Cecelia (Keira Knightley) jumping into a fountain 
and emerging with her underthings clinging, while the housekeeper's 
son Robbie (James McAvoy) stands nearby. An odd occurrence from 
Briony's point of view, though her assumption of naughtiness between 
the two isn't entirely unfounded — they just haven't gotten around to 
consummating their guarded mutual attraction yet. Still, the episode is on 
Briony's mind when her cousin Lola is assaulted by a man Briony takes 
to be Robbie. He is arrested, and later given a choice between jail and 
the Army. Robbie chooses a soldier's uniform over a prisoner's, but it's 
bad timing: England has entered World War II, and when we see Robbie 
again it's during the evacuation of Dunkirk. 

Joe Wright, who previously directed Keira Knightley in Pride and 
Prejudice, gives us a lengthy tracking shot of the chaos on the Dunkirk 
beaches. It's full of incident, and it must've been a nightmare to organize 
and shoot, but it goes on just long enough to start selling its Oscar-vamp- 
ing epicness. (A similar sequence in Alan Parker's Pink Floyd: The Wall 
got in and out in half the time, with judiciously chosen images of pain 
and death.) The sisters Cecelia and Briony have both gone into nursing, 
though Briony (played in late teens by Romola Garai) is driven by an 




overwhelming desire to make up for what she did to Cecelia and Robbie. 
There's the suggestion that part of her wanted Robbie banished because 
she herself had a schoolgirl crush on him. 

Atonement builds itself on a string of stupid actions, such as Robbie's 
typing a raunchy note to Cecelia to amuse himself, then handwriting a 
more genteel note, but accidentally delivering the wrong one to Briony, 
who of course opens it. It's the only epic I can think of that blossoms out 
of the notorious slang word for female genitalia (which we see typed out 
thunderously across the screen). Reduced that way, it sounds kind of silly, 
and it is kind of silly. Had Robbie never typed those three consonants and 
a vowel, he (and we) would never have endured the horrors of Dunkirk. 
That's just about the last word in English repression. 

If we don't buy into the conflict, we can't buy into what the actors 
are doing — one scene in particular, a reunion between Briony and the 
two lovers, is played more falsely than it should be, even if the scene's 
falseness is intentional. Daniel Mays comes through as Robbie's no-non- 
sense Army companion, and Vanessa Redgrave turns up at the end as 
the elderly Briony, her voice and ironic smile carrying far more weight 
than anything else in the film. Atonement may be worth the sit just to hear 
Redgrave pronouncing "vascular dementia" — amused by the irony of 
a disease that will rob her of her words. You can have the show-offy 
tracking shot and the self-conscious romantic-epic touches (Cecelia on 
a bus with Robbie chasing after her is particularly shabby) — I'd rather 
watch two hours of Vanessa Redgrave telling this story, her inflections 
bringing it to life where Joe Wright fails.
